The fact that turkeys will from the 
time that they are six weeks old un­ 
til winter gain the greater part of 
their entire living from bugs, insects, 
grasshoppers and waste grain assures 
cheir existence during this period at 
little or no cost to the grower where 
there is a sufficient range for the 
i birds.

eyes are pale blue. 
I colored the eyes 
exactly from life. 
When fully grown 
the first plumage is dark brown above 
and the eyes are pale yellow’. 
No 
one would be likely to suspect this 
being a goshawk who had only seen 
adult birds. 
Later it changes to the dark shady
